WHY BEEF 


IS HIGH 


Croxton Figures It Is 'Be- 


cause There is An In- 


„ 
creased Use, 


Philadelphia, Dec. 30—The American 
association for the advancement of 
science today listened to a paper by 
Frederick C. Croxton, of the United 
States bureau of labor, in which he 
accounted for the advance In the price 
of beef during the past ten years. He 
presented statistics in support of his 
theory, giving the ratio of the supply 
to the demand, during the period cov- 
ered by his paper. He said in part: 
• 


The retail price of fresh beef at the 
present time is about 10 per cent above 
the average for the period of 1890 to 
1899. 
The margin 
between 
beef at 
wholesale and at retail is usualy rath- 
er close. 


"The most 
difficult 
question en- 
countered in the study of beef prices is 
that of supply. Estimates of the bur- 
eau of statistics, department of agri- 
culture, show an increase from 1890 
to 1904 of 15.6 per cent in the number 
of cattle in the United States, while 
at the same time the population in- 
creased about 30 per cent and exports 
of fresh beef Increased 72.9 


"Its possible a combination of pack- 
ers exist, which would doubtless ex- 
ert a steadying influence of declining 
prices, or a conformation - might be 
strong enough to control to some ex- 
tent prices of cattle bought for slaught- 
ering:, or the supply of beef stopped, 
which would seriously affect the price 
to the consumer." -
